Per our conversation at ANA 80, a pressing of my duplicate 

VG 1804 Cohen 6-Gilbert 8, die state #4 is enclosed (the dent 

beneath the date is in the pressing, not the coin). Roger 
Cohen's notes list 19 states not counting #0 or #10, most of 
them very early. For example, Roger's #10 = Katman's #3 in the 
enclosed article. 

Roger supposedly has a state #4 from Laurel Hill Coin Co., 
grade unknown; Tom Katman supposedly got one from Jack Beymer 
at GENA 78, grade unknown; Ricky Gross claims to have "at 
least" one; my collection piece is F15 and came from Bill 
Raymond. I have first-hand knowledge of no others. 

I'm not anxious to part with this duplicate but will do 

so if you are seriously interested and are willing to make an 

offer I cannot refuse. Tou'll have to be the judge on the 
coins's relative scarcity - I consider it R7 currently. To the 
best of my knowledge, a state #4 has never been offered at 
public auction. Auction descriptions are frequently inadequate, 
however. 

Between Roger's notes and mine there must be close to 30 
separately identifiable states but Roger and I have not seen 
each others holdings. One of these days we will compare coins 
and then write something up for EAC. Outside of the possible 
states #0 or #10, both speculative and unverified, state #4 
is by far the most difficult to locate.

173. 1806 Very Fine (25), porous. Cohen 1, Rarity 1, “Small 6, Stemless.” 

Surface granularity is noted on the obverse, while the reverse is nicer 
and cleaner. Rctoncd in an attractive, original brown color. 

174. 1807 Very Good (10). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. Early Die State, showing 

partial denticles around both sides. Rich, chocolate brown color. 
Scarce so choice. 

CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1809-1836) 

175- 1809 Very Fine (20). Cohen 2, Rarity 3. Dark brown and olive, with 
traces of verdigris around the lettering and devices. Slightly nicer than 
(then’s plate coin in his second edition, butwith a noticeable scratch 
on Liberty’s lowest hair curl. 

176. 1809 About Uncirculated (50). Cohen 6, Rarity 1, Early Die State, 

with far better details than normally encountered on this variety. 
Superb, red-brown surfaces show hardly a trace of wear. Way above 
average for the date and variety. 

177. 1825 Very Fine (35). Cohen 2, Rarity 1. No edge bump. Possibly 

cleaned at one time, but the color appears to be original. Golden 
brown, with traces of original mint red and light steel iridescence on 
the high points. Small edge ding and mark at 7 o’clock on the reverse. 

178. 1826 Very Fine (30). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Normally, this is not a sig¬ 

nificant coin in this grade, but this one lacks the criss-cross lines to the 
right of the date as seen on the majority of specimens of this variety. 
They are not faint or weak, they are non-existent! Scarce in this die 


179. 1828 Fine (12). Cohen 2, Rarity 2, the popular Twelve Star Variety. 

Cleaned and retoned in an unusual golden-red color. 

180. 1828 Select Uncirculated (64) Brown. Cohen 3, Rarity 1, Thirteen 

Stars. Glossy, iridescent surfaces, with faded mint color on both sides. 
Nice strike. Free of any distractive spots or problems. 

181.1829 About Uncirculated (50) or better. Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Superchoice 
planchet and color. Struck slightly off-center on the obverse. Lovely! 

182. 1832 Very Fine (30). Cohen 3. 1833 Very Fine (30). Cohen 1. A nice 

pair of circulated examples. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 

183. 1833 Extremely Fine (45). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. A very late state showing 

many clashmarks on the obverse. Lightly cleaned at one time, now 
with an attractive color. 

184. 1834 P.C.G.S. (AU-55). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Attractive, tan color, 

showing darker colors surrounding some of the lettering and devices 
on the reverse. 

185. 1835 About Uncirculated (55). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Steel iridescence 

over dark brown surfaces. A lpvely, “si ider” example which has superb 
surfaces and color.

BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 

186. 1850 Very Fine (35). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Apparently, this piece was 

struck from a greased die obverse, as there is considerable loss of detail 
on the stars and the date; in fact, this piece looks like some sort of 
pattern issue. The reverse is fully struck and nicely detailed. We do not 
believe that this coin has been “played with.” Its appearance is 
completely original, albeit unusual. 

187. 1851 Choice Uncirculated (63) Red and Brown. Cohen 1, Rarity 1. 

Mostly tan in color, but with traces of the original mint red still 
appearing in the protected areas. Softly struck on the very highest 
points, although it has no actual wear. Nice color and overall eye- 
appeal. 

188. 1855 About Uncirculated (55) or possibly nicer. Cohen 1, Rarity 1. 

Typical soft strike on the denticles and some of the stars. Original, 
golden brown color, with steel iridescence outlining the legends and 
devices. 

189. 1857 About Uncirculated (50). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. At first glance, this 

appears to be nice enough to make the Mint State grade. Original mint 
red peers from around the stars and legends, and the surfaces are nice 
and glossy. Softly struck on some of the denticles, and with a 
moustache-like cut on Liberty’s upper lip. 

190. 1857 Choice Uncirculated (63) Red and Brown. Cohen 1, Rarity 2. 

Lovely, original color and surfaces. Softly struck on the high points, 
denticles and some of the stars. Above average for this lastyear of issue. 

UNITED STATES LARGE CENTS (1793-1857) 

CHAIN TYPE (1793 ONLY) 

191. 1793 Good (6). Sheldon 2, Rarity 4, AMERICA/Chain Variety. The 

date has been experdy outlined to make it appear stronger and there 
are a number of rim dings and bruises on both sides, as well as some 
lighter field damage. While not a Gem, this is an acceptable example 
of this popular date and Type and one that is affordable, as well! 

WREATH TYPE (1793 ONLY) 

192. 1793P.C.G.S. Very Fine (25). Sheldon 9, Rarity 2. Dark brown with 

lighter high points. Except for some light planchet laminations on the 
obverse (these are indeed insignificant), the surfaces of this example 
are very clean. The centering is good and most of the beaded border 
is visible. Most of Liberty’s hair strands are well-defined, as are the 
details in the wreath on the reverse.

Shortly after I acquired my coin, I took it with me on a trip to London and 
compared the two coins side-by-side. At that time, I felt they were identical 
in terms of strike, freedom from damage, etc. I graded my coin one point higher 
based on color and an additional point higher based on the owner's bias. Perhaps 
if I looked at the two of them again today, I might come up with a different 
result, since I think I have learned a bit more about grading in the interim. 

Congratulations on your new acquisition. I was somewhat surprised in the 
difference between your grading and Hallmark's. Are they usually that far 
off base in grading circulated copper?

Opens In. 

St. Louis?

If the long dreamed of Pinball 
Museum opened up somewhere, it 
would probably be Chicago, 
RIGHT?... Wrong. And if that museum 
did exist it would probably be run by 
one of the manufacturers or a cel¬ 
ebrated collector-enthusiast. RIGHT? 
Wrong again. 

Well, the museum DOES exist and 
it’s here in St. Louis of all places. And 
it's run by Edison Brothers stores, a 
St. Louis conglomerates noted more 
for its apparel and shoe stores. 

Edison Brothers entered the coin¬ 
op business in 1989 when they pur¬ 
chased the two Dave & Busters Enter¬ 
tainment & Restaurant complexes in 
Dallas. In 1990, they purchased Ad¬ 
venture Properties Ltd., operator of 
48 amusement game centers. This 
followed with a buy-out of the 88 
Time-Out game rooms. 

The National Video Game and 
Coin-Op Museum officially opened 
June 15, but I got a sneak preview on 
June 10 and was very impressed with 
what I saw. 

The museum leans heavily towards 
video games (oh, the vulgar “V” 
word)but does have about 15 pins on 
display. Judy Smith, director of Mar¬ 
keting says that at least that many 
more are currently being restored and 
will be in place shortly. 

Most of the pins are not what I 
would call in museum quality condi¬ 
tion, but are in fairly good shape and 
playable. The oldest game on display 
is a 1932 "HOOP-ER-DOO”. with the 
newest being a “CYCLONE”. 

A series of displays traces the history 
of pinball, notable "V” games include 
“COMPUTER SPACE”, the first video 
game, “DEATH RACE”, and “PONG', 
the first successful video game.

The mountain of responses to the P-W Half Cent brockage ad is 
rapidly approaching sink-hole proportions. What, why don't you 
seem surprised? Responses to date = -0- (as was expected). I 
suspect only you and Jack Beymer (possibly) are in a position to 
respond. It don't hurt to try. 

My only recent brockage purchase is a Large Cent - Canadian 
Victoria (1858-9).

1935 in the bakery dept, when buying bread." The duplicate now 
resides in Gino Sanfilippo collection.

Thank you very much for the generous offer. But it falls into the "no" category. Sorry. I have not been 
furnishing reasons but you deserve more than a simple refusal. 

My reasons are not scientific: 

1) At EAC '94 where it ranked #1 after earlier comparison to Bill's, the hallway hounds pressured me to put a 
number on it. I refused since it was not for sale. They pressed. I admitted that, for inventory purposes only, I had 
assigned 12.0 to it. Everyone immediately wanted to know if I would sell it for that. Obviously, I would not. 

2) At the same EAC, I think, Bill had what was thought to be his back-up for sale at 9.5. I don't know if he sold 
it or not.
